Meeting  started  at  12:04  PM.  Those  in  attendance  were  Jack  Huggins,  Clayton 
Hagemann,  Dick  Arnold,  Bill  Burbridge,  Steve  Butler,  Michael  Doran,  James  Erlenborn, 
Jimmy  Kaczor,  Roy  Kuester,  Bob  Olson,  Wes  Payton,  Kermit  Wasmer,  and  Frank  M. 
Zapushek. 

Frank  M.  Zapushek  gave  the  Secretary’s  Report.  Membership  is  at  28  clubs  and  278 
members  for  a total  membership  of  306.  Jimmy  Kaczor  made  a motion  to  accept  the 
report  as  read  and  was  seconded  by  Jim  Erlenborn.  Approved  by  all  in  attendance. 

Kermit  Wasmer  gave  the  Treasurer’s  Report  for  Glen  DeValk.  The  September  show 
was  a success  and  the  club  showed  a profit.  All  bills  have  been  paid  and  all  monies 
due  have  been  received.  Jim  Erlenborn  made  a motion  that  the  report  be  accepted 
and  was  seconded  by  Frank  Zapushek.

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MAKING  SENSE 

John  D Wright,  NLG 


This  was  a year  replete  with  fascinating  events  worldwide,  but  of  little  note  in  US 
coinage.  In  China,  the  “Dragon  Lady”  of  the  South  China  Sea  surrenders  her  pirate 
fleet  of  1800  junks  and  70,000  warriors  in  exchange  for  full  pardons  for  all  and  high 
ranking  state  offices  for  herself  and  her  senior  commanders.  If  you  can’t  whip  'em, 
buy  'em. 

Kamehameha  (ka-MAY-a-MAY-a)  finally  succeeds  in  uniting  all  of  the  Hawaiian  islands 
under  his  rule.  Kauai,  though  never  invaded,  capitulates  this  year.  If  you  can’t  reach 
‘em,  intimidate  'em. 

Napoleon  authorizes  the  seizure  of  all  American  ships  in  any  French  port.  Sale  of 
these  ships  feeds  his  war  coffers.  The  French  Empire  is  at  its  zenith  this  year.  Most 
of  Europe  lies  under  the  heel  of  the  “little  corporal”,  whose  court  is  as  lavish  as  that 
which  was  “swept  away  forever"’  less  than  twenty  years  ago.  In  the  occupied  territories. 
Yellow  Fever  kills  over  25,000  in  Barcelona  and  Cadiz. 

Father  Hidalgo  of  Dolores,  Mexico,  begins  a revolution  as  he  incites,  arms,  and  leads 
an  army  of  10,000  natives  against  Mexico  City.  Though  he  is  captured  and  executed 
the  next  year,  Hidalgo  is  still  revered  as  the  “father  of  Mexican  independence”. 

West  Florida  (between  the  Mississippi  and  Perdido  Rivers)  has  long  been  the  disputed 
territory  of  Spain  and  France.  The  US  has  tried  unsuccessfully  to  claim  it  as  part  of 
the  Louisiana  Purchase.  Locals  in  this  area  stage  an  armed  rebellion  against  their 
Spanish  government  and  proclaim  their  own  republic.  One  month  later  the  US  annexes 
this  territory  and  sends  troops  to  defend  it  against  any  other  claimant,  foreign  or 
domestic.  And  thus  ends  the  short-lived  “Republic  of  West  Florida”. 

A New  York  trade  union  is  taken  to  trial  en  masse  for  “conspiracy  to  raise  their  wages 
by  calling  a strike”.  They  are  found  guilty  and  are  fined  $1  per  man  plus  court  costs. 
The  court  rules  that  “To  do  a lawful  thing  by  conspiracy  is  unlawful”. 

The  number  of  US  cotton  mills  has  increased  over  fourfold  in  the  past  year,  processing 
an  annual  cotton  crop  of  almost  180,000  bales  at  500  pounds  each. 

The  US  has  grown  to  7.3  million  people,  up  36%  in  the  last  ten  years.Of  these,  16% 
are  black  slaves,  mostly  in  the  cotton  plantations.  New  York  passes  Philadelphia  this 
year  to  become  the  largest  US  city.  New  Orleans  is  over  24,000,  while  no  other 
western  city  is  as  large  as  5,000.  In  Kentucky  a flock  of  passenger  pigeons  over  250 
miles  long  is  recorded.  The  flock  is  estimated  to  contain  two  billion  birds.

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MAKING  SENSE  (Com ) 


That’s  a lot  of  events,  a lot  of  international  and  local  flavor,  but  nothing  solid  for  any 
but  the  most  die-hard  historian  to  nail  down  to  an  exact  year.  The  year  was  1 810,  the 
year  of  the  third  US  census. 

This  year  the  US  mint  in  our  now  second-largest  city  struck  just  over  three  million 
coins  of  all  denominations  combined.  Contrast  that  less-than-one-coin-per-two- 
Americans  to  today’s  over-fifty-coins-per-American  annual  production. 

As  the  eighteenth  production  year,  this  is  the  first  year  of  US  coinage  with  no  well- 
known  rarities.  Only  four  denominations  were  struck  — half  cents,  cents,  half  dollars, 
and  half  eagles.  And  98%  of  those  were  cents  and  half  dollars.  Almost  any  copper 
or  silver  coin  of  1 81 0 can  be  had  for  $20  to  $30  in  Good,  with  Uncirculated  prices  still 
holding  below  four  figures. 

Since  my  interest  is  US  cents,  this  keeps  1810  easy  — five  die  varieties,  none  of 
them  scarce.  One  VERY  obvious  overdate  cent  (1810/09)  adds  to  the  fascination 
but  not  to  the  cost.  For  the  half  cents  the  job  is  even  easier  — one  common  die-pair 
and  you’re  done.  That’s  the  GOOD  news.  The  BAD  news  is  that  large  cents  of  1808 
to  1814  are  most  often  rough,  black,  well-worn,  or  all  three.  The  half  cents,  though 
more  scarce,  are  consistently  nicer.  So  a lovely  light-brown  VF  or  XF  example  of  an 
1810  cent  raises  my  pulse  rate  measurably.  But  they  DO  happen:  so  keep  looking  — 
and  ENJOY!

“A  Gentle  Man” 

The  Family’s  Memories:  Karen  Finch  - Daughter 

Ralph  C.  Winquist,  Jr.,  70,  of  Rockford,  IL,  died  at  9:54  a.m.,  Tuesday,  Nov.  17, 1998, 
in  his  residence.  The  cause  of  death  was  congestive  heart  failure.  At  the  time  of 
death,  he  was  on  the  phone  with  a business  associate. 

Ralph  was  the  son  of  Ralph  and  Grace  (Woodburn)  Winquist.  He  was  a lifelong 
resident  of  Rockford  born  October  26,  1 928.  He  was  known  by  some  as  “Winnie”  or 
“Junior.”  He  had  an  older  brother  James  who  predeceased  him  about  30  years  ago. 

From  the  time  he  was  a young  man,  Ralph  put  his  whole  heart  into  everything  he  did. 
He  became  active  in  scouts  in  junior  high  school,  and  was  Rockford’s  youngest  boy 
scout  at  that  time  to  earn  the  Eagle  Scout  award.  A commentary  from  “Scout  of  the 
Week”,  March  17,  1943  on  Rockford’s  radio  station  WROK  stated  that  he  had 
completed  all  of  the  technical  requirements  within  two  years  after  joining,  and 
“enthusiastic  Ralph  had  to  wait  the  required  service  period  before  the  award  could  be 
made.” 

He  had  perfect  attendance  in  junior  high  school  except  for  two  days  he  took  off  to  be 
part  of  a guard  of  honor  with  fellow  eagle  scouts  for  the  funeral  of  Col.  Frank  O. 
Lowden.  A newspaper  article  said  there  was  a delegation  of  32  Eagle  Scouts  from 
the  six-county  Blackhawk  area  providing  service  at  Lowden’s  home  in  Oregon,  IL  to 
assist  family  and  visitors  during  the  funeral  services.  Apparently  he  asked  to  have 
his  absence  excused  because  a letter  from  the  principal  of  the  junior  high  stated  that 
he  “realized  that  Ralph  has  gone  to  extraordinary  effort  to  have  a perfect  attendance 
record.  However,  since  his  absence  was  an  absence,  there  seems  to  be  nothing  to 
do  but  to  record  it  as  such.” 

He  attended  Rockford’s  West  High  School  where  he  continued  developing  his 
leadership  skills.  When  he  was  a junior  in  high  school  he  achieved  the  highest  scouting 
award  of  silver  palm.  He  was  on  the  honor  roll,  a member  of  ROTC,  on  the  swim 
team,  and  played  the  tuba  in  the  school  band.  One  newspaper  clipping  said  he  was 
publicity  manager  for  a year  for  the  annual  school  concert.  After  graduation,  he 
attended  Beloit  College  in  Beloit,  Wisconsin  where  he  joined  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity. 

Although  he  had  intended  to  pursue  a career  in  Forestry,  I believe  it  was  in  college 
that  he  discovered  his  passion  for  sales.  He  found  a niche  to  service  for  his  fellow 
classmates.  They  were  all  busy  in  studies  or  activities  and  had  needs  to  be  met. 

He  began  delivery  and  sales  of  hamburgers  and  candy  bars  to  fellow  students. 

His  studies  were  cut  short  after  two  years  due  to  a medical  emergency. 

He  had  surgery  and  after  recovery  stayed  in  Rockford.  He  worked  for  a short  time 
as  a guard  with  Brinks  armored  trucks.  Then  he  joined  his  brother  in  the  vending 
business,  Winquist  Automatic  Sales.  His  interest  as  a hobbyist  grew  into  a 
profession.

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Illinois  Numismatists  Participate  in 
1998  ANA  Summer  Conference

The  recently  concluded  30th  ANA  Summer  Conference  was  a solid  success.  The 
conference  was  held  at  ANA  Headquarters  and  on  the  adjacent  campus  of  Colorado 
College  in  Colorado  Springs  from  July  11  to  17,  1998.  There  were  approximately 
316  students  and  40  instructors.  This  record  total  attendance  included  46  Young 
Numismatists. 

The  Conference  is  a “Summer  Camp”  for  coin  and  paper  money  collectors.  Various 
classes  covered  diverse  topics,  including  U.S.  Coin  Grading,  Authentication,  the 
Minting  Process,  Colonial  and  U.S.  Copper  Coins,  and  U.S.  Large-sized  Paper  Money. 
Additional  classes  included  Coinage  of  the  Ancient  World,  the  Art  of  Engraving, 
Byzantine  Coins,  Coins  of  the  Bible,  Odd  and  Curious  Money,  A Survey  of  English 
Coinage,  Coins  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico  and  Russian  Imperial  Coinage.  Two  special 
tours  of  the  United  States  Mint  at  Denver  were  conducted  on  the  last  full  day  of  the 
seminar. 

Eight  Illinois  collectors  participated  in  the  Conference.  Clayton  Hagemann,  Sonny 
Henry,  Richard  Hunter,  Becky  Jirak,  Charles  Meeker  II,  Mike  Metres,  Bob  Olson,  and 
Lee  Tucker  Jr.  attended  various  courses  throughout  the  week.  Lee’s  wife  Karen  also 
attended  as  a guest  and  she  took  part  in  various  daily  tours  arranged  for  spouses. 

The  ANA  Conference  also  included  nightly  “Bull  Sessions”  on  diverse  topics  like 
Grading,  Authentication,  Grading  Services,  Cherrypicking,  Large  Cents,  VAM  Morgan 
Dollar  varieties.  Coin  Toning,  Odd  and  Curious  Money  and  Coins  on  the  Internet. 
The  Bull  Sessions  are  informal  presentations,  and  discussions  lead  by  experts  in 
various  numismatic  specialties.  There  are  nightly  optional  adult  tours,  which  take 
participants  to  nearby  Pikes  Peak,  Garden  of  the  Gods,  Royal  Gorge,  Cripple  Creek 
and  to  a Denver  Rockies  baseball  game.  There  is  also  a full  schedule  of  mandatory 
nightly  tours  and  group  activities  for  the  Young  Numismatists.  The  Colorado  Springs 
Coin  Club  sponsored  a downtown  coin  show  on  the  weekend  of  July  10  to  12.  This 
strong  regional  show  had  excellent  dealer  and  collector  participation  and  is  an 
additional  highlight  of  the  week. 

The  next  ANA  Summer  Conference  will  be  held  in  Colorado  Springs  from  July  10  to 
16,  1999.  ILNA  members  are  strongly  encouraged  to  sign  up  for  this  exciting 
numismatic  week  in  beautiful  Colorado.  Please  support  ILNA’s  effort  to  send  an 
Illinois  Young  Numismatist  to  the  3 1 at  ANA  Summer  Conference  with  your  generous 
cash  contribution.

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Ralph  C.  Winquist  (Cont.) 

First  there  was  “Winquist  Antiques”  and  then  “Winquist  Coin  & Stamp  Supplies.”  It 
became  a way  of  life  so  it  was  natural  to  be  associated  with  fellow  collectors  and 
dealers.  He  was  not  just  affiliated  with  them;  he  developed  and  helped  them  grow  as 
witnessed  by  the  many  associations  he  was  involved  with.  Beginning  in  1954,  he 
was  President  of  the  Rockford  Hobby  Club.  He  was  one  of  the  founding  members  of 
the  Rockford  Area  Coin  Club  in  1956  and  served  as  President  for  many  years.  He 
always  worked  to  improve  and  enlarge  the  membership.  He  was  an  auctioneer  for 
the  club.  I can  still  hear  him  calling  out  items  up  for  bid  never  missing  a beat.  He  also 
helped  start  up  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association. 

As  a child  I recall  packing  the  family  station  wagon  full  of  supplies  to  travel  to  shows. 
Often  my  seat  was  on  top  of  the  boxes  of  inventory.  There  were  no  seat  belt  laws 
back  then.  They  are  exciting  memories  of  many  friends  and  business  associates  all 
hustling  in  their  world  of  sales.  When  I was  a little  older  he  let  me  start  selling  his 
supplies  at  the  shows.  I could  earn  10%  of  the  total  that  I sold.  I was  very  proud  of 
my  dad  particularly  at  Christmas  because  he  played  Santa  at  many  events.  Like 
most  young  girls,  I felt  as  if  my  dad  could  do  anything. 

As  retirement  age  drew  near,  he  sold  his  vending  business  and  then  the  coin  and 
stamp  supply  business.  But  he  could  not  put  the  salesman  fire  out.  He  became 
involved  in  cards  of  all  types  such  as  baseball,  basketball,  and  football;  still  traveling, 
selling,  ordering  cases  upon  cases  of  inventory.  He  never  adopted  the  just-in-time 
theory. 

Even  though  there  was  always  a smile  on  his  face,  there  must  have  been  pain  deep 
inside  from  the  heartaches  and  tragedies  life  dealt  him.  His  first  wife,  Janet,  died 
after  only  6 months  of  marriage.  She  was  pregnant  with  their  child.  In  one  year’s 
time,  he  lost  his  mother,  father  and  second  wife  of  25  years,  Anna  Mae.  There  were 
struggles  in  family  relationships  including  an  adopted  daughter  made  a ward  of  the 
court  and  hard  feelings  among  close  family.  But  he  continued  to  smile  and  serve  his 
friends. 

Several  people  I spoke  to  at  his  funeral  and  visitation  said  he  was  like  a grandfather 
to  them.  He  loved  to  take  young  people  under  his  wing  who  had  the  passion  he  had 
for  collecting  and  sales.  He  also  thrived  on  competition.  He  could  be  ruthless  and 
never  minced  words.  Yet  he  would  lend  a hand  to  anyone  who  asked. 

He  married  Christa  in  1977.  They  faithfully  cared  for  each  other  over  the  past  21 
years.  She  would  often  visit  him  at  the  local  card  show  and  bring  him  lunch.  As 
Christa  said,  we  will  never  be  able  to  capture  the  essence  of  Ralph  Winquist  in 
writing.  He  was  animated  and  fun-loving.  He  lived  life  with  gusto.  He  had  a big  heart 
and  was  willing  to  gamble  on  any  friend  in  need.  And  he  loved  barbecue  ribs. 

Ralph  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Christa;  daughter,  Karen  (Frank)  Finch  of  Byron;  three 
grandchildren,  Christa  Hess,  Scott  Hess,  and  Tracy  Hess;  and  great-grandson,  Alex

Pender.  The  holidays  will  never  be  the  same.  We  would  all  get  together  for  lunch 
and  after  the  meal  was  cleaned  up  get  the  deck  of  cards  out  for  a few  hands  of  poker. 
We  love  him  and  miss  him. 

Numismatic  Memories: 

When  Ralph  C.  Winquist,  Jr.  was  born  on  October  26,  1928,  little  did  his  family  know 
the  influence  he  would  have  throughout  his  life  on  the  numismatic  hobby. 

Not  only  did  Ralph  help  found  the  Rockford  Area  Coin  Club,  but  he  was  also  one  of 
the  founding  members  of  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association.  Ralph  was  elected 
the  first  President  of  ILNA  in  1959.  He  served  and  promoted  numismatics  throughout 
the  State  of  Illinois.  Ralph  was  a big  supporter  of  ILNA,  working  with  the  club  for 
years.  He  would  do  anything  he  could  to  help  ILNA. 

He  always  greeted  the  collectors  and  dealers  with  a smile  that  only  Ralph  displayed. 

Jimmy  Kaczor,  ILNA’s  Historian,  remembers  Ralph  with  a story.  “Many  years  ago, 
Jimmy  approached  Ralph’s  supply  table.  Ralph  asked  Jimmy,  ‘ You  collect  all  kinds 
of  coins  don’t  you?’  Jimmy  said  yes.  ‘I  have  a book  I think  you  would  like,  and  I have 
been  saving  it  for  you,  because  I do  not  know  anyone  that  would  appreciate  it  more.’ 

It  was  by  an  author  in  Georgia,  “Crowns  of  the  World”.  The  next  year,  Ralph  saved  a 
supplement  to  the  book  for  Jimmy.  Then  two  years  later,  Ralph  found  the  third 
supplement  to  the  book.  Yes,  he  saved  it  for  Jimmy. 

Jimmy  has  never  seen  all  three  books  in  any  auction,  but  he  has  all  three  in  his  book 
collection,  thanks  to  Ralph. 

If  Ralph  was  not  at  home,  he  was  at  a coin  show.  He  loved  being  with  collectors  and 
working  in  the  hobby. 

Ralph  may  never  have  hit  70  home  runs  in  a season,  but  he  was  admired  for  his 
achievements  and  qualities.  These  are  qualities  many  of  us  should  work  toward, 
making  the  world  a better  place  to  live. 

Penny  Kaczor  summed  up  the  feelings  of  collectors  and  dealers  throughout  the 
state.  “He  was  a true  friend  of  ILNA.”  “He  was  always  accommodating  and  friendly.” 

These  two  statements  tell  Ralph’s  life  and  his  love  for  numismatics.  He  will  be 
missed  !

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I have  received  many  request  to  authenticate  the  new  1914  over  13  P Buffalo  nickel. 
Todate,  I have  only  been  able  to  authenticate  2 examples  of  the  1914/3.  About  18 
were  examples  of  die  fatigue,  die  chips  or  die  cracks. 

The  Indian  Head  (Buffalo)  nickel  already  has  a 1918/17  variety  in  the  series.  Many 
collectors  consider  this  overdate  to  be  the  key  coin  for  the  Buffalo  series.  It  is  also 
one  of  the  most  desired  varieties  of  any  coin  struck  in  the  twentieth  century. 

While  the  1914/3  P is  the  most  know,  there  has  also  been  a 1914/3  D discovered. 
Leading  many  variety  specialist  to  believe  the  overdate  was  present  on  a Master 
Hub. 

In  the  photomicrograph  below  is  the  1914/3  that  everyone  is  hoping  to  find. 


The  white  arrows  show  mechanical  doubling  damage,  v,/hich  will  be  different  on  each 
coin.  The  black  arrows  show  the  three  under  the  four.  This  will  be  exactly  the  same 
on  all  examples  of  the  true  1914/3. 


The  photomicrograph  on  the  left  shows  the  stronge  doubling 
of  the  designer’s  inital.  This  is  a true  doubled  die  obverse. 
This  will  be  the  same  on  every  example  of  the  1914/3  P.

This  photomicrograph  show  the  identifying  die 
markers  on  all  examples  of  the  1914/3  Buffalo 
nickel. 

These  are  die  polish  marks,  showing  that  a Mint 
Engraver  tried  to  remove  the  3 from  the  master 
hub  or  working  hub. 

Since  these  die  polish  marks  are  in  a recessed 
area  of  the  coin,  they  should  be  present  on  all  die 
stages. 


If  you  think  you  have  an  example  of  the  1914/3  Buffalo  nickel,  remember  to  check 
the  two  identifying  characteristics. 

1 . The  designers  initials  show  strong  doubling. 

2.  The  die  polish  marks  above  the  4 in  the  date. 

If  your  coin  does  not  show  both  of  these  characteristics,  then  the  odds  are  99%  that 
your  coin  is  not  a 1914/3. 

Your 
only  cost  will  be  postage  to  deliver  the  coins  and  the  return  postage.  Or  give  me 
your  coins  at  a coin  show  and  I will  return  them  at  the  next  coin  show.

• Talks,  lectures,  educational  programs  given  at  club  meetings,  numismatic 
shows  or  conventions 

• Offices  held  in  local  club  or  other  numismatic  organizations 

• Award  received  for  any  of  the  above 

• Participation  in  National  Coin  Week  projects 

• General  character  and  reputation 

• Brief  written  essay  from  applicant  of  numismatic  interests 

Application  is  generated  by  applicant  in  writing  to  cover  above  points  of 
General  Guidelines,  and  any  other  categories  applicant  deems  worthy 
of  importance  in  numismatics. 

4.  Selection  of  the  ILNA  YN  Scholarship  Program  will  be  announced  at  the  fall 
Urbana  Coin  Show  in  November  1999. 

5.  Scholarship  includes  tuition,  room  and  board,  airfare  for  the  awardee  only.  All 
other  incidental  expenses  are  not  covered  by  ILNA.
